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BRITAIN AND RED CHINA 


Last week we reported on 
the stepped-up drive to get 
the communist regime in China 
into the United Nations. Many 
people cannot understand why 
Great Britain joins the sof- 
ties-on-communism in America 
in trying to bring into the UN 
the Chinese Hed slave-masters. 

The case of Great Britain 
points up a tremendous dif- 
ference between British and 
American methods of conduct- 
ing foreign policy.

American alliances are not 
made primarily in the inter- 
est of the 'nited States but 
in the interest of so-called 
allies. Actually, Britain 
operates to this day on Lord 
Palmerston’s famous dictum of 
the last century — that Great 
Britain has neither friends 
nor enemies, only interests. 
England, as an island na- 
tion, must live on world 
trade. She does not care with 
whom she trades so long as 
she can trade. She recognized 
the Red regime in China almost 
immediately after it seized 








power. She was supposed to be 
our ally during the Korean 
War, but that did not stop 
her from trading with the 
enemy we were fighting in 
that war. Asamatter of fact, 
Britain has always made it a 
practice to recognize any 
regime which at the moment 
holds power in any country. 
That was all right in the old 
days, but modern English 
leaders have been so infected 
with the socialist virus that 
they do not understand the 
nature of the communist men- 
ace. When they insist on 
recognizing Hed regimes, they 
fail to realize that they are 
supporting a conspiracy which 
is the sworn enemy of every- 
thing worth saving in Bri- 
tain’s democratic heritage. 
However, no matter how 
wrong- headed her policy may 
be, all this is Britain’s 
business.

Fortunately, the 
news cameras were grinding 
away all the time and it was 
from these films that Opera- 
tion Abolition was made. 

The movie was made avail- 
able to any interested citizen 
or group who wanted to buy or 
rent it. It can be shown on a 
16mm. sound projector. Its 
success must be the envy of 
Hollywood. Clubs, organiza- 
tions, church groups, even 
small groups of individuals 
have been showing it to pack- 
ed and horrified audiences 
all over the country. The 
Reds and their dupes inmmedi- 
ately went to work to try to 
discredit the film. They tried 
to smear it by saying it was 
‘distorted’ and ‘slanted’ - 
strange charges coming from 
the masters of distortion and 
slanting. But every charge 
was thoroughly disproved and 
the film continues to be a 
vivid and factual record of 
how the Reds can corral a mob 








of innocent students against 
an authorized committee of 
the United States Congress. 
But guess who now comes to 
the rescue of the communists 
in trying to discredit this 
film?

vestigative committees of 
Congress that alone have the 
power to expose subversion 
and treason.’

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Book Review 
FORTHRIGHT ADMIRAL 
rHE ADMIRAL’S LOG II: In 
Search of Freedom, by Ben 
Moreell, 205 pages, Intercol- 
legiate Society of Individu- 
alists, Phila., $1.00. 

Two years ago the Inter- 
collegiate Society of Indivi- 
dualists bound a batch of 
Admiral Moreell’s major ad- 
dresses into a book entitled 
The Admiral’s Log. Now the 
ISI has put 15 more of his 
speeches and articles into a 
paperback volume. 

Admiral Moreell is forth- 
right: ‘I believe that no one, 
no matter how exalted his 
position, can determine for 


172 million people their day- 
to-day economic and social 
decisions concerning such 
matters as wages, prices, 
production, associations...I 
propose that these decisions 
...be returned to the per- 
sons concerned.’ To achieve 
this, he proposes five steps: 

1. The ending of all furth 
er raids on the public trea- 
sury — whether conducted by 
unions, businessmen, farmers 
or any other group. 2. An or- 
derly demobilization of the 
bureaucracy as the road back 
to social health and sanity. 
3. The return of governmental 








power to the states wherever 
possible. 4. Resistance to 
the government panderer who 
comes to us offering gifts 
paid for with our own money, 
in return for a surrender of 
our natural rights. 5. The 
acknowledgement of individual 
moral responsibility. 

It is quite obvious that 
Ben Moreell not only knows 
where freedom is to be found, 
but where it continues to be 


lost. He knows the ‘what’ of 
freedom, too, But does he 
know the ‘why’ —- other than 


that there is a measure of 
ephemeral joy in doing pre- 
cisely as one pleases? Can he 
tell Caesar why men ought to 
be free rather than the total- 
ly organized agents of an 
anthill state? Yes, he can, 
in the moral terms of a deep- 
ly religious man. 

‘Since all men are crea- 
tures of God,’ Moreell writes, 
‘each of us derives his in- 
dividuality and his freedom 
from God. Thus, each person 


GOVERNMENTITIS 
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is sovereign in his relations 
with all other persons. It 
follows that no man can ar- 
rogate to himself the author- 
ity to trespass on God-given 
rights of others without 
violating the moral law, nor 
can any group, or even gov- 
ernment, vest itself with 
such authority.’ 

The trouble, of course, is 
that Caesar believes in no 
god but himself, a fateful 
delusion which has kept the 
tree of liberty well watered 
with blood in this century. 
The alternative to more spil- 
lage lies partly in winning 
converts away from what they 
imagine is a safe non-commit- 
ment. Such illusory safety, 
Dante warned, is a ticket to 
‘the hottest places in Hell.’ 
This new pocketsize collec- 
tion of Admiral Moreell’s 
addresses and essays will 
help toward their conversion.
